1973 was the year in which national and 
international politics were in the news:

1974 


By 1974 the United States was making moves 
to adjust to a milieu of seeming crises. The 
Alaskan pipeline was approved, Kissinger’s nego- 
tiations in the Middle East finally resulted in an accord, 
while the Republican Administration was increasingly 
under fire in the Watergate investigations. Ameri- 
cans were horrified at the kidnapping of Patty 
Hearst and amazed at the resignation of Nixon’s 
\ top aides, and also intrigued by Mariner 10's 
fly-by of Mercury, Hank Aaron’s 715th home 
run, and Russia’s deporting of Solzhenitsyn. 
In July, the American political crisis came to 
a head with the subpoening of Nixon’s tapes, 
his resignation in August, and 
Ford’s pardon in September. 
Finally, Ford approved pri- 
vate ownership of gold 
and the Oil Embargo 
was lifted.
